A RESOLUTION requesting HUD 
approval of Sect-ion 8 allocation 
for senior citizen housing in the 
East Central Neighborhood 
Development Program Area 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has a growing 
need for senior citizen housing, as is evidenced in Fort 
Wayne's Housing Assistance Plans; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council has approved the 
City's Housing Assistance Plan which calls for such 
housing and identifies the East Central Neighborhood 
Development Program site as a location for housing to be 
developed; and 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission has prepared a site for housing as part of 
the plan for the East Central Neighborhood Development 
Program (IND. A-14); and 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission has selected as the highest and best bidder 
Architonics, Inc./Pond Construction Company to redevelop 
this NDP site for senior citizen housing under the Section 
8 Program on July 12, 1976; and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has advised the Redevelopment Commission that 
they have no objection to Architonics, Inc./Pond Construction 
Company as redeveloper of the site in the NDP block; and 

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Housing Authority has 
reviewed and endorsed the redeveloper's plan for 166 units 
of elderly housing in the East Central NDP Area; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne wants such housing to be provided for its senior 
citizens. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne calls upon the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (Indianapolis Area Office) to approve, with 
dispatch, the preliminary proposal for Section 8 funds 
submitted by the Mortgagor, Architonics, Inc./Pond 
Construction Company, to the HUD Indianapolis Area Office 
on July 16, 1976. Said preliminary proposal would provide 
166 units of elderly housing to be built on NDP Block No. 1 
and Maumee Terrace bounded by Wayne Street on the north, 
Washington Boulevard on the south, Francis Street on the 
west, and Comparet Street on the east. 







The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
predicates its call for early approval of the above 
described project on the following circumstances: 

1. Section 8 funds for the current 
Federal fiscal year have now been 
made available to all HUD offices. 


2. The East Central site has been 
identified and approved in Fort 
Wayne's 1975-1976 Housing Assistance 
Plan for Section 8 senior citizen 
apartments. 

3. The East Central site is urban 
renewal land, and its disposition 
has been proposed through the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission in 
compliance with state statute and 
with HUD/FHA requirements. 

4. Fort Wayne's share of funds available 
for this year should be adequate to 
fund the project. 

5. The units proposed are in accordance 
with Fort Wayne's approved Housing 
Assistance Plan. 


6. Under current HUD regulations for 
Section 8 projects such as East 
Central, meeting the above five (5) 
requirements can be submitted and 
approved without going through the 
competitive requirements of a 
"Notice of Fund Availability". 

MOREOVER, the Common Council affirms its belief 
in the goals and support of the Redevelopment Commission 
and the Department of Community Development and Planning 
in revitalization of downtown Fort Wayne and providing 
adequate housing for senior citizens in meeting the needs 
of the East Central Neighborhood Development Program 
(IND. A-14). 


FURTHERMORE, failing early and affirmative 1 action 
on the proposed elderly housing by the Indianapolis Area, 
Office within ten (10) days, the Common Council hereby 
pledges to appeal to the Regional and Central Offices of the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for action .on 
the above proposed project.
